Claims 1-32 meet the criteria under PCT Article 33(3) for inventive step because the prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
presently claimed methods for treating, managing or preventing a specific cancer or disease associated with undesired angiogenesis or 
for reducing or avoidmg an adverse effect associated with the administration of a second active ingredient in a patient suffering from 
a specific cancer or radiation therapy or a kit usefiil in such methods.
